Difficult to 
Tell How Many 
Out of Work" 


Statisticians Admit 
They Have Been 
Wrong at Times 


By Sam Dawson 


NEW YORK, Jan. 
6—(ff)—The 


man out of work knows it well 
enough. 
But to find how many 


there are in the country like him, 
and how many have regular jobs, 
you have to rely on three govern- 
ment guesses, sub.iect to error. • 


The statisticians admit that last 


summer they were almost one 
million persons too high on actual 
employment totals. 


The latest guesses just released 


are: 878,000 fewer persons had 
regular jobs in December than a 
year ago; the unemployed total 
increased by 80,000 from Novem- 
ber to total 3,480,000 in Decem- 
ber; jobless benefits hit an all- 
time high in 1949 of $1.7 billion. 
Unpleasant as all this is, it might 
be worse if all those out of work 
were really counted. 
Methods Erroneous 
The bureau of labor statistics 


has confessed its methods of jot- 
ting up the employed have been 
erroneous, making its June figure 
almost one million too high, its 
1948 guess too optimistic by about 
the same figure and its 1947 total 
too high by more than a half mil- 
lion. 
The BLS is changing its 


methods. 


How does the government ar- 


rive at these estimates — figures 
used by businessmen to judge 
future purchasing power and the 
health of business in general? 


The BLS checks the monthly 


payrolls of 110,000 firms in 155 
industries. 
It gets reports from 


various state labor agencies which 
gather iob information from fac- 
tories in their areas. 
The BLS 


divides the nation into 100 in- 
dustrial areas when it gathers its 
samples. Its total of employment 
therefore, 
doesn't 
include 
the 


self-employed, domestic servants, 
family 
workers 
or those who 


work on farms. 
Quicker Check 
Another and quicker check on 


the jobless, although not on the 
number at work, is given in the

U. S. Secretary of 


State Dean Acheson said in Wash- 
ington yesterday the, question of 
American recognition of the Chi- 
nese Communists was premature. 


The announcement by the for- 


eign office said British recogni- 
tion is on a "de jure" basis. That 
is, Britain accepts the Peiping 
"people's republic" as the govern- 
ment of China in law as well as 
in fact. 


The Nationalist ambassador to 


London, Dr. Cheng Tien-Hsi, was 
notified in advance last night that, 
as a result of the British action, 
he and other diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of Chiang Kai-Shek are 
no longer recognized in London. 
Fourth to Recognize Red* 
Britain was the fourth nation 


outside the Soviet orbit to recog- 
ni/e the Chinese Communist gov- 
ernment. India and Kakistan, both 
members of the British Common-j 
wealth, and Burma already have 
taken that step.

elimination of poverty." 


In a sober yet optimistic annual 


xonomic message, Mr. Truman 
old Congress the nation's econo- 
my has emerged strong and stable, 
nd with reborn confidence, from 
ts postwar cdsis. 


The way lies open, he said, for 
rise in national income equal 


o nearly $1,000 a year for every 
amily by 1954. His startling state- 
lent seemed to mean an average 
American family income above 
5,000 four years hence. 
Mr. Truman called on business, 


abor and farmers—as well as the 
overnment—to rise to the "mag- 
ificent challenge" ahead: a steady 
rowth of income, employment 
nd production to hitherto 
nown levels. 
Added Two Points 


The President added two points 


to his legislative want-list: stand- 
by powers to control credit, and 
more liberal loan terms for little 
business. He iigain asked a "mod- 
erate tax increase." 


But he proclaimed this turning- 


point in national policy: 


Prices—with some "outstanding" 


exceptions—are generally close'to 
the level where they should stay. 
The basic economic problem fac- 
ing the country now is not infla- 
tion." 


As for wages, the administration 


hopes to keep hands off. "These 
adjustments," Mr. Truman said, 
are now in the hands of manage- 


ment and labor. That is where 
they should remain."

Nature itself is always at work to provide man 
with the things he needs for his support and de- 
velopment. 
In providing this prodigal bounty, 


God surely has a right to expect that every man 
will associate himself gladly and wholeheartedly 
in the general scheme of harmonious and pro- 
ductive toil. 


The man who despises his work and shudders 


at the thought of being tied down to a day-in- 
and-day-out "drudgery" implicitly rebels against 
assisting God in the unfolding of Hi's plan for hu- 
mankind. The odds are that he is not a man of 
prayer. The best workers are not always the 
most talented or capable; they are the ones who 
make every task a conscious offering of gratitude 
and service to the Creator. 


All through life, men should cultivate a love 


of work, if not for its own sake, at least for the 
opportunity it affords of pleasing and serving- 
God. Many men and women have won a high 
place in the hierarchy of God's blessed merely 
because they lived to do all things, however 
apparently insignificant, in His name and for His 
sake.

With the miracle of the Resur- 


rection of Jesus is associated the

Its charter 
was the Sermon on the Mount, 
and its mission and purpose the 
preach'.ng of.the good news con- 
cerning the gospel of God's love 
and grace. But it was the Resur- 
•ection that brought the life and 
caching to its triumph in the 
ives of those who went forth to 
ireach that gospel and to found 
';he church.' 


The founding of the church was 


a part of the miracle. Here was 


broken and dispirited group of 


men, who had left all to follow a 
eacher whose teachings they did 
not understand — else why would 
hey have quarreled so much 
among themselves? — in the hope 
hat He was going to establish a 
cingdom in which they would 
lave their 
ambitions 
fulfilled. 


And now He had been arrested, 


condemned and crucified. 
The 


dream was over, their ambitions 
shattered. 
Peter, 
always 
the 


ready spokesman, said he was go- 
ing fishing. There.seemed noth- 
ing but to go back to his boats 
and fishing nets. The more'spirit- 
ually minded trusted that "it had 
been' he which should have re- 
deemed Israel" (Luke 24: 21) but 
their hopes, too, were disappoint- 
ed. 


Then, suddenly, all was chang- 


ed.. They saw a risen, spiritual 
Christ, and they rone "with .Him 
to heights of faith, character and 
achievement 
that 
would have 


seemed impossible. Loivly fisher- 
men and other humble men be- 
came men of vision,. power and 
destiny, reaching out towards the 
ends of the earth with the gospel 
of a Kingdom, so different from 
what they had conceived and 
commanding a loyalty that defied 
all that %vould have turned them 
aside. 
It made them willing to 


suffer and • even to die for a 
King and Kingdom that they now 
understood. 


These were the Christian states- 


men, the men1 of divine destiny, 
who established the church upon 
its one foundation, Jesus Christ, 
whom they had known in His 
earthly life and whose spiritual 
presence, "Lo, I am with you 
alway," was their strength and 
guidance. 


Soon they xvere to be strengthr 
ened by a converted persecutor, 
Paul, who saw the Christ, as he 
said "as one i born out of. due 
;eason." 


If we would see the Christian 


church strong today, we must re- 
ive the experience of these men. 
We must find the faith, vision 
and courage of the early disciples. 
What was possible then is' pos- 
sible now, if we will seek the 
power and guidance of God.

The Rus- 
sian brand of Communism is in- 
ternationalism under which all 
nations would place their sov- 
ereignty in the hands of Moscow. 
Marshal Tito's break with Russia 
was over that very point—his re- 
fusal to surrender Yugoslavia's 
sovereignty. 


The many countries of Asr. 


which now are emerging Intel 


political consciousness are nation- 
alistic. Complete self-determina- 
tion and absolute sovereignty are 
their aims. The more nationalism 
there is in Asia, the greater the 
barrier against the advance of 
Communism. Therefore 
democ- 


racy's cue is-to boost nationalism. 
A Real Problem 


In the eyes of many observers 


the problem of the Far East' is 
much broader than Formosa. This 
war of ideologies—this armaged- 
don which is boiling up among the 
many nations of the populous 
orient —will be settled on basic 
principles.

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Truman's Rosy Plan to Boost 
Everything—Including Debt

President Truman apparently tries to spell out 


"a 30-year plan -or the United States" in his 
latest message to Congress. He says that the 
first 50 years of the 20th century were th<» 
hardest—what v/ith two world wars and every- 
thing. But the next 50 years—oh boy and oh 
baby—are going to be just dandy, as the man 
outline* it. 


There isn't anything the Republicans can cook 


up that will comoete with this. They might as 
well quit trying. The President's message it 
as full of prophecy, uplift and noble intentions 
as any collection of New Year's resolutions ever 
assembled. The scrip reads like a certain Sunday 
night radio oracle's predictions of things to 
come. And if the President's predictions also 
turn out to ba 83.1416 per cent accurate, what 
a great, wide, wonderful world it's going to be 
that your children's children will live in. 


Maybe Mr. Truman thinks he's going to run 


for president in 2000 A. D., too, and that this 
is his first campaign speech for the election. 


This message will probably be criticized by 


the President's opponents as being utterly fan- 
tastic dream stuff. But the man could be right. 
And at this turning point in the 20th century, 
when there is so much to be scared and gloomy 
about, it is nice to know that the chief execu- 
tive can look at the world through his rose- 
colored bifocals and find that everything is Jake. 
Reds Have a Trick to Learn 
Mr. Stalin and the Moscow planners never 


offered the comrades anything nearly as good 
as what Mr. Truman promises. The pie he puts 
in the sky would really be worth waiting for, 
if it could be had by the year 2000. 


In international affairs, there will be world 


peace. The atom will be under international 
control. The United Nations will be a going 
concern and will have forces to preserve inter- 
national law and order. World commerce will 
be regulated under the new International Trad* 
Organization. Other nations will share America'! 
prosperity through an expanded Point Four 
Program 
of technical assistance to under- 


developed countries. Communism will be sup- 
pressed, not by force of arms, but by an appeal 
to the minds and hearts of men. 


•All these blessings showered down on other* 


will be multiplied by three or four at home. 
The President predicts there will be a fairer 
distribution of wealth. Business will have great- 
er incentives to produce. 


The farmers will have their income supported 


by the Brannan Plan of some such. Labor will 
produce more and get a greater reward. There 
will be increased freedom from poverty and 
drudgery—presumably through more pay for 
less work. 


The standard of living will' rise. Middle- 


income and low-income families will be able 
to get cheaper housing. Unemployment insur- 
ance rates will be higher. Old-age insurance and 
other social security benefits will be greater. 


There will be pensions. There will be more aid 


for education and medical insurance for all. 
More displaced persons will be admitted and 
civil rights equality will prevail. 


Meanwhile, business monopolies will be cured. 


Small business will get a better break and there 
will be more business. The Taft-Hartley act 
will be repealed. Taxes will be rejiggered so 
that the inequities will be reduced. 
Riven Will Be Subject to Law 
The rivers will all be reorganized by law 


and will produce more power, even in New Eng- 
land. There will be a National Science Founda- 
tion to get more power out of the atom and take 
minerals out of sea water. 


But just as there is always one blemish on 


every peach, there is one thing that the Presi- 
dent does not explain in his forecast for the 
millennium year of 2000 A. D. That is how the 
country is going to get rid of its national debt 
of $255,000,000,000. 
In fact, the President 


doesn't even mention the national debt once 
in his whole message. 


This is strange, because this national debt 


is the most overpowering monstrosity on the 
economic landscape. Any realistic appraisal of 
the State of the Union today should tnke the 
national debt into consideration and say some- 
thing about it. 


If it can be assumed that the national debt, 


like the $255,000,000,000 national product, it to 
be four times greater in the year 2000 than it 
is today—why then the national debt will be 
something over a ' cool trillion dollars. That, 
presumably, is about what it would take to pay 
for all these luxuries. 


And if there's anybody around who wants to 


live for another 50 years just for the sake of 
seeing what a $1,000,000,000,000 national debt 
looks like, he's welcome to it.

Communist China Could Result 
In New Anglo-American 
Council on Foreign Policy 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON. — The congressional furor 


over • Britain's impending recognition of Com- 
munist China will not stop that recognition. 
But out of the forensics can come—if the State 
Department is on its toes—a joint Anglo-Ameri- 
can council to guide the foreign policy of Eng- 
lish-speaking countries in the future. 


Too many times in the past Britain's tradi- 


tional balance-of-power policy has let the world 
drift into wars, following which the United 
States has had to bail out the British. 


Up until the early 1930's, the bored and blase 


policy of State Department diplomats was: "In 
Europe and Asia, we take our cues from Britain. 
In Latin America, 'Britain takes the cue from 
us." 


That, of course, was in the heyday of British 


power, when British banks dominated world 
trade and when his majesty's navy not only was 
the biggest in the world, but a navy meant 
something. 


Today British banks would b« nonexistent 


without U.S. help, and the British Navy is far 
more impotent than the Bikini-bombed U.S. 
Navy. 


Thus the time would appear to be here when 


U.S. foreign policy should cease to be the tail 
on the British kite. Nevertheless, w« continue 
to support Britain economically with no return 
guarantees of foreign-policy reciprocity. 
Britain's Case History 
In an earlier column, I told how the British 


foreign office secretly undercut Secretary of 
State Henry L. Stimson when he was trying to 
block the Jap war lords in Manchuria. This, 
however, is only a small part of the story. 


The seeds of war do not shoot up over night. 


They are planted sometimes two derades in 
advance, can be either nurtured or smothered 
as the years pass. British policy, or perhaps 
lack of policy, has sometimes fertilized, almost 
encouraged the seeds of war. The British, of 
course, have not meant to do this, but here is 
case history on how they have blundered: 


HITLER'S INVASION OF THE RUHR—High 


point of the Nazi tide of aggression prior to 
the actual outbreak of war came in March 1936 
when Nazi storm troopers invaded the Ruhr 
and Rhineland. All day the French cabinet de- 
bated whether the French Army should resist. 
All day Paris was on the phone to London try- 
ing to get assurance of British support in case 
war broke in Europe. 


That assurance never came. As a result the 


French Army did not resist. Hitler took the vast 
steel and coal resources of the Rhineland, and 
with this arsenal under his control, war became 
inevitable., After that war was finally over, 
captured German leaders revealed that Hitler 
had given his troops two sets of orders before 
they marched into the Rhineland: one to ad- 
vance; the other to 'retreat the minute the 
French resisted. 


BALANCE OF POWER—The Ruhr's invasion 


climaxed a long series of jockeying in which 
the British had followed their ancient policy 
of balancing France off against Germany. Be- 
cause France was strong, they built up Ger- 
many. British money, even British arms went 
to strengthen Hitler, even at a time when it 
was obvious he intended to rule Europe. 


USA VS. USSR—British strength, according 


to her old-fashioned diplomats, has lain in her 
ability to tip the scales between the two strong- 
est nations. That is one reason the British are 
the chief opponents of ex-Administrator Hoff- 
man's drive for a United States of Europe. For, 
if Europe is united, Britain can no longer tip 
the scales. 


It is also why some Britishers want to balance 


the United States off against Soviet Russia. 
This explains British shipments to Russia. Even 
including highly secret jet airplane engines. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA—Second to the Ruhr's 


invasion, Hitler's carving up of Czechoslovakia 
marked the next great step toward war. But 
while the United States was throwing its weight 
on the side of President Benes against Hitler, 
Lord Runciman was in Czechoslovakia whisper- 
ing to Czech, Sudeten and Slovak leaders that 
England was quite willing to have the Sudeten- 
land go to Hitler. 


GREECE—At Casablanca, Winston Churchill 


worked out a deal with Franklin Roosevelt 
whereby Great Britain was solely responsible 
for Greece. This policy was carried so far that 
messages could not even be sent to American 
officers inside Greece except over British com- 
munications. The Churchill policy was to build 
up right-wing royalists, ignore liberals and mod- 
erate 
left-wingers. 
Naturally, 
this 
spoiled 


chances of a coalition government. 


Result: British policy fizzled. And it was only 


after it proved a fiasco that the United States 
was served with a virtual ultimatum that the 
British were pulling out and we could pick 
up the pieces. 


It has now cost us over a billion dollars, 


untold headaches and considerable ill will to 
rectify what could have been prevented, had 
we shared responsibility for Greek policy from 
the start. 


DELAY IN INDIA—When Louis Johnson, 


now Secretary of Defense, went to India as 
special envoy, he worked out a compromise with 
Pandit Nehru by which India achieved a certain 
amount of independence under the 
British 


empire. His plan, however, was vetoed.' by 
Churchill. 


Prior to Johnson's visit, ex-Undersecretary 


of State William Phillips, had recommended the 
same thing. So also had Undersecretary Sumne'r 
Welles. None of these gentlemen were radicals. 
They merely saw the handwriting on the wall, 
that India must at least become a dominion, 
that we must heal India's wounds before they 
festered. They also knew that all Asia was on 
the march. 


But London wouldn't listen. 
Thus, British policy in India, in Burma, and 


in China in each case has helped undermine 
American ideas on democracy which we have 
tried to hold up to Far Eastern countries. And 
having helped to undermine us, the British now 
leave us holding the bag. They proceed to rfcog- 
nize the Communists who took advantage of 
their own shortsightedness.

WE CANNOT LIVE BY A "NO" 


We saw yesterday that if God goes, then the basis of our 
moral universe is gone. The "Lie Detector" has shown that 
only 3 per cent of employees in department stores were honest 
through character honesty; that only 5 per cent of tellers in 
banks were dependably honest if there were no outer measures 
for checking fraud. Suppose we double the percentages of the 
"Lie Detector;" nevertheless, a nation that is living on this 
narrow margin of moral reserves is drawing too heavily on its 
resources, and is nearing moral bankruptcy. Before the war 
our crime bill could have paid our national debt in two years 
Our moral basis Is decaying. We must get God back. But can 
we? 


I think we will, for the half-gods which have taken the 


place of God are letting us down. If reason cannot lead us 
to Him, then disillusionment may drive us to Him, or sorrow 
may yet "toss us to His breast." But is there any hope of a 
reasonable faith? 
Can we be believers with the consent of 


our whole beings, including our minds? I think we can, for 
the situation is clearing for the modern man. 


Modern man is beginning to see that he cannot live, as 


he once thought, on the denial of other people's faith. The 
generation of people that lived on denials soon found them- 
selves disillusioned even with their disillusionments. They had 
"three sneers for everything and three cheers for nothing." 
And they soon found they couldn't live by sneers—to live by 
sneers is poor fare. If we should walk to the table each day 
and look over the food and then turn away in' high disdain, we 
could get away with this disdainful attitude for awhile—but 
only for awhile. In the end, hunger would bite us and drive 
us to affirm something about food and to act on our affirmation. 
Both physically and spiritually we are positive beings and cannot 
live on a negation 
We cannot live by a "No;" we must live by 


a "Yes." And that "Yes" must be God, or it will let us down. 


The future of the world is in the hands of believers, for 
the non-believers cannot act. They are suffering from "the pai- 
alysis of analysis." They can only deny. 


O God, I come to Thee for clearer light. The light is dawn- 


ing—I see that without Thee my universe tumbles to pieces. 
With Thee it makes sense: my sums come out right. Help me 
to find Thee—the Key. Amen.

Obesity is 
pratically 
always 


caused by overeating. Therefore, 
the best way to get back to normal 
weight is to eat less. Drugs are 
rarely necessary and some of them 
are dangerous. 


A person who aims to lose 


weight should not try to do it too 
fast. As a general rule, it is con- 
sidered that a loss of about two 
pounds a'week is enough. This can 
be brought about by a moderate 
reduction in the food intake. 
High Protein Diet 
Now the foods which can be 


turned into human.fat most easily 
are animal or vegetable 
fats, 


such as fat meat, butter or mar- 
garine, and the starches of carbo- 
hydrate 
foods ' which include 


grains, grain cereals, sugar and 
potatoes. Foods such as these can 


be cut out of the diet or at least 
taken in small quantities. 
They 


can be replaced with lean meat, 
fish, fowl, vegetables and fruits 
which are not too sweet. This is 
what is called a high-protein, low- 
starch and fat diet. 


It is usually best, if a person is 


really serious about wanting to 
lose weight, to have an examina- 
tion first and an opinion as to how 
much weight should be lost and 
how fast it should be done. 


The fact that a person is fat is 


usually a sign of a pretty good 
appetitte to start with. 
Conse- 


quently it is generally pretty hard 
to cut down on the food. Most of 
those who really stick with a re- 
ducing diet find that it becomes 
much 
easier 
after 
about 
two 


weeks when their stomachs seem 
to adjust to smaller meals.

QRADUALLY, however, we set-

Every taxpayer has to decide 


what form to use in reporting 
income to Uncle; Sam. Most of you 
are eligible to use the simple tax 
return called "Form 1040A." It 
looks like the form shown with 
this article and is printed on one 
sheet of yellow paper. 


It is the easiest return to use 


because you don't have to compute 
your tax. You just fill in the 
blanks, attach the original copy 
of all your Withholding State- 
ments—Form W-2, and mail it to 
your collector. If you have a re- 
fund coming, hs will send you a 
check. If you owe more tax, he 
will send you a bill. 


You are eligible to use Form 


1040A if you can answer "yes" 
to the three following questions: 


1. Did your income consist en- 


tirely of wages, interest and div- 
idends? 


2. IB your total income (Item 8 


of th« form) less than $5000? 


3. It your total income from 


wages on which tax has not been 
withheld, interest and dividends 
(Item 5 of the form) $100 or less?

2. If you have- travel expenses, 


as explained in the fourth article, 
for which you were not reim- 
bursed by your employer, it will 
pay you to file en Form 1040 and 
deduct these expanses.

Note how the, sample return 


has been filled out by a married 
couple, Al and Mary Publique. 
They have filed a joint return by 
printing both names on the first 
line and by both signing at the 
bottom. 


A joint return on Form 1040A 


never results in more tax than if 
seperate returns were filed be- 


cause the collector figures both 
ivays and t a k e s the smaller 
amount. 


If both you and your wife are 


working, with neither one of you 
making more than $5000 but with 
your combined income more than 
$5000, you can only file separate 
returns on Form 1040A. In this 
case, your tax may be lower il 
you file a joint return on Form 
1040 
and take advantage of the 


"split-income" provisions.

Your tax on Form 1040 will 


usually be the same as on Form 
1040A. In some 
circumstances, 


explained above, your tax may be 
lower if you use Form 1040.

Clean-up After 
Storm Big and 
Costly Task 


Appeal §to Properly 
Owners to Care 
For Own Brush 


A tremendous and costly bur- 


den fell upon the city administra- 
tion in the task of cleaning the 
streets of brush and limbs, scat- 
tered there .during the recent ice- 
storm, which is' believed to have 
seen the worst tree disaster in the 
listory of "Sedalia. 


The city street and alley de- 


partment employes 
have 
been 


working constantly since Decem- 
)er 21 in unblocking and hauling 
brush from the •streets, 'but since 
he storm, a very .small percentage 
of approximately 175 miles of 
streets in the city have 
been 


cleaned of the storm debris. Ac- 
cording to James' I. Collins, city 
engineer, it will take months to 
clear away the brush, unless more 
trucks and men are added to the 
^resent working force of about 
23 men and seven trucks now 
being used 
in this "clean up 


drive." 
Appeal Is Made 
' 
. 


"It has come to the point where 


we have to make an appeal to the - 
property owners," the engineer 
said, "due to the fact that many 
are throwing brush and limbs 
from their private yards into'the 
treets and alleys, adding .addit- 
ional work for the'city employes." 


ollins said "lately he lias noticed 


that soon after a street was' clear- 
ed of brush, it would be cluttered 
again with scrubbery and Christ- 
mas trees etc., which the property 
owner would throw in the street 
leaving it up to the city to haul 
away." , 


Collins said a number of per- 


sons have cooperated by having 
their brush hauled away, while 
others constantly call at his office 
and request the city to haul limbs * 
away from their homes- that are 
on private property. He said, he 
absolutely could" not spend the 
taxpayers' money' to accomodate 
requests to haul away the debris 
which fell in their yards, as it is . 
a big enough task to clean up the 
streets. "It is no different, than 
if the city used taxpayers' money 
to paint a person's house," is the 
way the engineer summed it up in 
referring to why he could not 
handle individual's 
requests to- 


haul their limbs from yards. 


Try To Keep Sewers Open 
Another .trouble has come up 


since the storm, and that is at- 
tempting to keep the sewers clean. 
Collias said "twigs and other 
debris raked from persons yards • 
into the streets is a sure way to 
stop up the sewers." If this prac- , 
tice continues, along - with 
the 


rains, Collins said many miles of 
the 500 miles of sewer lines in 
Sedalia, would have a possibility 
of becoming plugged up, thereby 
causing residents to go without, 
sewer service,' in addition to in- , 
creasing expenses of repairing ' 
them, and- consequently slowing 
down the street cleaning project. 


After the limbs arc picked up, 


the city employes have a hard 
i 


time disposing of them, as the 
limbs are green and wet. To make 
it worse, the engineer said, the 
sites being used to burn the brush 
are too muddy to allow passage 
for trucks. Only one place is being 
used as a dumping ground to 
burn the limbs at the present 
time, the engineer said. 


The public must realize that 


his is a tremendous task of clean- 
ing up the town, is' what the en- 
gineer stressed time and time 
again, along with asking for their 
cooperation of taking care of their 
private fallen limbs at a time like 
his. He also wanted to alert the 
public that hundreds of limbs still 
langled loosely in trees, and could . 
3ecome dangerous, if, and when 
hey started to fall downward. 


Collins remarked that during 


:he time the city was without 
ights, many business concerns • 
volunteered their trucks and'driv- 
ers in a public spirited way to 
help speed up the process of 
cleaning up Sedalia of the fallen 
imbs.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 — (IP)— 


Congressional leaders responded 
to President Truman's State of the 
Union message today by turning 
thumbs down on half a dozen of 
his legislative proposals—includ- 
ing more taxes. 


Important -members 
in ' both 


parties were quick to frown on 
the "moderate" tax increase asked 
by Mr. Truman yesterday at the 
outset of a congressional election 
year. 


Instead, they emphasized reduc- 


ed spending. Failing sharp econo- 
mies in a budget expected to ex- 
ceed $42,100,000,000 the govern- 
ment presumably -would continue 
red ink spending. 


Similarly, Congress members in 


a position to act said in about as 
many -words that the president's 
appeals for continuation of the 
military draft, Taft-Hartley re- 
peal, the Brannan farm plan, med- 
ical insurance and the St. Law- 
rence seaway will go on the shelf 
for this sesssion. 


There was an apparently clear 


road for (1) expansion of social 
security coverage and benefits and 
(2) continuation — on a reduced 
scale — of economic and military 
aid to non-Communist countries 
abroad. 


Certainties Ended 
There the list of certainties end- 


ed. 


Lawmakers 
lumped 
in 
the 


doubtful category the presidential 
proposals for middle-income hous- 
ing aid, continuation of rent con- 
trol, expansion of displaced per- 
sons admissions, aid to education 
and the "point four" program of 
economic help for the world's 
backward areas. 


They gave even less chance.of 


passage to an international trade 
organization resolution and the 
president's civil rights program. 


In his mildly-phrased message, 


the ,president didn't expand his 
"fair deal" but asked for action 
only on things he has talked-about 
before. 


Republicans met this imme- 


diately with a scorching statement, 
signed by 100 House GOP mem- 
bers, accusing the president of 
committing himself "to the even- 
tual socialization of America and 
the elimination of the traditional 
American competitive system." •'
